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(54) FILM FOR DISPLAY 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide the display 
effect in which the view of the whole of a building and 
the outer appearance of a car are not possibly spoiled 
when a film is stuck on a window glass of the building, a 
car body or a car window glass and totally different 
effects can be demonstrated in the daytime and at night. 

SOLUTION: A transparent pattern A not be visualized in 
the daytime and luminescent and visualized clearly at 
night is printed on one face side of a printed film base 2 
composed of a transparent plastic film by a luminescent 
clear ink 3 mixed with a light storing material of fine 
powdery shape and eliminating body colors such as light 
yellow and green and generating the transparent feeling 
such as a PET bottle when mixed into the printing ink, 
and a monochrome pattern and a color pattern B visible 
in the daytime are printed overlappingly thereon, and 
also a bonding agent for sticking on a material to be 
displayed or an adhesive mass 4 is coated thereon.

CLAIMS 

[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1] In the luminescence clear ink (3) in which the charge of phosphorescent material of 
detailed dry powder with the attribute which the color of the body will disappear and will produce 
a feeling of transparence in the one side side of the film base material for printing (2) if the 
vehicle of printing ink is mixed was mixed The film for a display which a transparence pattern (A) 
with a check by looking difficult in a bright place is printed, and is characterized by carrying out 
coating of the adhesives or the binder (4) for sticking on a display object from on the printing 
pattern. 

[Claim 2] The film for a display according to claim 1 said whose film base material (2) is the 
polypropylene film or polyethylene film which does not perform surface preparation for an 
adhesive improvement. 

[Claim 3] In the luminescence clear ink (3) in which the charge of phosphorescent material of 
detailed dry powder with the attribute which the color of the body will disappear and will produce 
a feeling of transparence in the one side side of the film base material for printing (2) if the 
vehicle of printing ink is mixed was mixed While a transparence pattern (A) with a check by 
looking difficult in a bright place is printed, from the printing pattern The film for a display 
characterized by for a monochrome pattern or a color pattern (B) piling up and printing, carrying 
out it with the printing ink (6) of a request color, and carrying out coating of the adhesives or the 
binder (4) for sticking on a display object from on the heavy printing pattern. 
[Claim 4] The film for a display according to claim 3 said whose film base material (2) is a bright 
film. 

[Claim 5] The film for a display according to claim 3 said whose film base material (2) is the 
polypropylene film or polyethylene film which does not perform surface preparation for an 
adhesive improvement. 

[Claim 6] While a monochrome pattern or a color pattern (B) is printed with the printing ink (6) of 
a request color at the one side side of the film base material for printing (2) In the luminescence 
clear ink (3) in which the charge of phosphorescent material of detailed dry powder with the 
attribute which the color of the body will disappear and will produce a feeling of transparence 
from on the printing pattern if the vehicle of printing ink is mixed was mixed The film for a display 
characterized by for a transparence pattern (A) with a check by looking difficult in a bright place 
piling up and printing, carrying out it, and carrying out coating of the adhesives or the binder (4) 
for sticking on a display object from on the heavy printing pattern. 

[Claim 7] In the luminescence clear ink (3) in which the charge of phosphorescent material of 
detailed dry powder with the attribute which the color of the body will disappear and will produce 
a feeling of transparence in the one side side of the film base material for printing (2) if the 
vehicle of printing ink is mixed was mixed The film for a display characterized by carrying out 
coating of the adhesives for on the other hand sticking on a display object at a side of the film 
base material for printing (2), or the binder (4) while a transparence pattern (A) with a check by 
looking difficult in a bright place is printed. 

[Claim 8] The film for a display according to claim 7 with which the laminate film (9) which 
protects the front face is stuck on the field where said transparence pattern (A) was printed. 
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[Claim 9] While a monochrome pattern or a color pattern (B) is printed with the printing ink (6) of 
a request color at the one side side of the film base material for printing (2)

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 

[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the film for a display used on the surface of a 
body in order to display the pattern of an alphabetic character, a line, a notation, a graphic form, 
etc., and relates to the film for a display suitable as a sticker or a decoration film especially 
stuck on electronic equipment, such as cars, such as an automobile, and OA equipment, an 
electrical home appliance, a vending machine or the signboard of a store, the windowpane of a 
building, etc. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] The stickers which display various patterns are stuck on the body 
of an automobile, window glass and the airframe of OA equipment, and the airframe of a vending 
machine. For example, the various stickers with which the sticker of the campaign display which 
carries out advertising advertisement of the tobacco of designated speculative stocks, canned 
drinks, the alcoholic beverage, etc., smoking of minors, and drinking displayed the purport to 
which self-control is exercised in sale at the display of the purport forbidden law or midnight are 
stuck on the airframe of a vending machine. 

[0003] Moreover, as for the taxi, a sticker, a decoration film, etc. with which the sticker which 
the sticker of crew advertisement was stuck on the rear window, and displayed a "small" 
alphabetic character and minimum charge on the side window is stuck, and expressed major 
brands, such as an automaker and a sporting-goods manufacturer, with the body and window 
glass of an RV (multipurpose vehicle for leisure) are stuck. 

[0004] Moreover, the sticker which printed the catch copy for advertising advertisement, the 
pattern for a display, etc. is stuck on window glass, such as a boutique, a restaurant, a travel 
agency, a coaching school, an English-conversation classroom, a car dealer, and a household- 
electric-appliances article mass retailer. 

[0005] Moreover, also in the general residence, it is carrying out sticking on a windowpane the 
decoration film for Christmas with which Santa Claus, a Christmas tree, a snowy crystal pattern, 
etc. were printed, for example, the decoration film for Halloween with which the Japanese 
pumpkin was printed etc. 

[0006] These stickers and decoration films have that common by which coating of the adhesives 
or the binder for sticking on a display object was carried out to one field of the film base material 
for printing while the monochrome pattern or the color pattern which the printing ink of a 
request color expresses an alphabetic character, a notation, a graphic form, a pattern, etc. to 
one side of the film base material for printing which changes for various materials is printed. 
[0007] And when coating of the adhesives or binder is carried out to the field which printed the 
pattern, and the field of the opposite side, usually the laminate film which gives gloss is stuck on 
a front face at the same time it protects the printing pattern to the field which printed the 
pattern. 

[0008] in addition — if it is printed with the printing ink with which metal powders, such as 
aluminum powder, were mixed and daylight and lighting hit into a printing pattern — the light — 
reflecting irregularly — glitteringly — ** — there are some which shine. 
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[0009] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, it is restricted to the time when it began to 
be illuminated with the head lamp of a bright place with daytime or lighting, or a vehicle etc. that 
these printing patterns can demonstrate the display effectiveness, and it was hardly able to 
demonstrate the effectiveness in a dark place without night or lighting. 

[0010] For example, although the sticker for taxis prints a "small" alphabetic character and 
minimum charge with the printing ink of black or red etc. at the rear face of transparence plastic 
film excellent in the water resisting property and coats the binder for sticking on window glass 
from on the, it checks the printed alphabetic character by looking in Nighttime, and it is ******. 
[001 1] Moreover, important **** checks by looking the sticker for vending machines with which 
**** which forbids smoking of minors was printed, and it keeps that it is ******** j n Nighttime 
when minors purchase tobacco in many cases. 

[0012] Moreover, when the sticker and decoration film with which the alphabetic character, the 
pattern, etc. were printed were stuck on the windowpane of a building, the body, window glass of 
a vehicle, etc., there was a possibility that they might be conspicuous daytime and might spoil 
the scene of the whole building and the appearance appearance of a vehicle on the contrary in 
them. 

[0013] On the other hand, by RV's which give priority to leisure feeling, such as a wagon and a 
minivan, the new ornament thru/or new display on which not only the functionality that can be 
used for multiple purposes [ it is large and ] but leisure feeling, individualization orientation, etc. 
may be satisfied is called for. 

[0014] Then, while the scene and appearance of the day ranges of a display object are made not 
to be spoiled by the printing pattern of the film about the film for a display used as a sticker, a 
decoration film, etc., this invention It is making into the technical technical problem to present a 
printing pattern which enabled it to check the printing pattern by looking clearly even in 
Nighttime or a dark place, and is completely different in daytime and night, and to acquire the 
new design effectiveness which was rich in unexpected nature and leisure feeling or 
individualization orientation etc. 
[0015] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In order to solve the above-mentioned technical problem, the 
film for a display of this invention In for example, the luminescence clear ink in which the charge 
of phosphorescent material of detailed dry powder with the attribute which the color of the body 
will disappear and will produce a feeling of transparence in the one side side of the film base 
material for printing if the vehicle of printing ink is mixed was mixed In a bright place, a 
transparence pattern with a difficult check by looking is printed, and it is characterized by 
carrying out coating of the adhesives or the binder for sticking on a display object from on the 
printing pattern. 

[0016] If this film for a display sticks this on that window glass from the interior of a room of an 
automobile, in the bright place of daytime, the transparence pattern printed in luminescence 
clear ink cannot be checked by looking from the outside, but no printing pattern will also appear 
in that window glass. Moreover, when the film base material is a bright film, it becomes the 
existence in which the film for a display itself is not conspicuous. 

[0017] However, if it grows dark, and a hit becomes dark or it enters in a dark tunnel, the charge 
of phosphorescent material in the luminescence clear ink which forms a transparence pattern 
emits phosphorescence, and the transparence pattern till then will turn into a luminescence 
pattern which presents the visionary luminescent color suddenly, it will appear on window glass, 
and the display effectiveness according to the pattern will be demonstrated. 
[0018] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, a drawing explains the operation gestalt of this 
invention concretely. The sectional view of the film for a display which drawing 1 shows the first 
operation gestalt of this invention, Drawing in which drawing 2 shows an example of the 
manufacture procedure, the sectional view of the film for a display which drawing 3 shows the 
second operation gestalt of this invention, Drawing in which drawing 4 shows an example of the 
manufacture procedure, the sectional view of the film for a display which drawing 5 - drawing 9 
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show the third — the seventh operation gestalt of this invention, respectively, and drawing 10 are 
drawings showing the example of use of the film for a display concerning the seventh operation 
gestalt. 

[0019] As the film 1 for a display of drawing 1 is shown in this drawing and drawing 2 , in the 
luminescence clear ink 3 in which the charge of phosphorescent material of detailed dry powder 
was mixed in the one side side of the film base material 2 for printing, in the bright place, the 
transparence pattern A with a difficult check by looking is printed, and coating of the adhesives 
or the binder 4 for sticking on a display object is carried out from on the printing pattern. 
[0020] It is a thing with the attribute of the color of the body disappearing and producing a 
feeling of transparence if the charge of phosphorescent material mixed in luminescence clear ink 
3 mixes the vehicle of printing ink. To for example, a strontium oxide, an aluminum oxide and a 
boron oxide, or a boron compound The charge of phosphorescent material of the shape of 
impalpable powder of 200 or less meshes of particle size which pulverizes the baking object 
acquired by carrying out mixed baking of what added the europium oxide as an activator, and 
changes (the product made from KEMITEKKU: part number CP-05, CP-10) is used. 
[0021] Although this charge of phosphorescent material presents the color of the body of light 
yellowish green in a bright place, it presents the luminescent color of skillful green (CP-05) or 
blue (CP-10) in a dark place. That initial brightness Afterglow time amount is also green, and it is 
very as bright as two or more 2500 mcd/m, is [ it is blue, ] very as long as 30 hours or more for 
20 hours or more, and, moreover, has the features which were excellent in many that safety is 
high, excluding the radioactive substance harmful to the body at all. 

[0022] And when this charge of phosphorescent material was mixed with transparence resin and 
the vehicle of the printing ink which consists of that solvent according to the experiment of this 
invention person, that color of the body of light yellowish green disappearing completely, and 
producing the feeling of transparence of extent which is equal to the transparency of the PET 
bottle used as containers, such as potable water, mostly was checked. 

[0023] In addition, each of they is transparently and colorlessly close to it using the water- 
soluble adhesives which wet with water and are pasted up as adhesives or a binder 4, and the 
binder used for the sensible-heat adhesives which carry out thermal melting arrival or 
commercial adhesive tape thru/or adhesive tape. 

[0024] Moreover, the transparence plastic film which changes as a film base material 2 for 
printing with polypropylene or polyethylene excellent in a water resisting property, weatherability, 
transparency, etc. is used. In addition, since polypropylene and polyethylene have the bad 
adhesive property of printing ink, the film base material for printing of marketing made from these 
performs surface treatment by the oxidizing flame, such as frame processing and corona 
discharge treatment, and the adhesive property is improved. 

[0025] And if it does the display effectiveness so when the film 1 for a display sees from a 
building or the outside of a vehicle, the transparent pattern A is moreover printed with sense 
like drawing 2 to the film base material 2 if it uses it from a building or the interior of a vehicle, 
sticking on a windowpane, and it sticks on a windowpane from a building or the exterior of a 
vehicle, the transparence pattern A will be printed with the reversal sense. 
[0026] Since it seems that nothing is stuck on the aperture of the building used as a display 
object, or a vehicle when a deer is carried out, it is transparent on the whole and even existence 
of the film 1 is not conspicuous, although the display effectiveness does not do it so, since the 
film 1 for a display cannot check by looking the transparence pattern A printed in luminescence 
clear ink 3 in the bright place of day ranges, and it sees from a distant view, there is no 
possibility may spoil the scene of the whole building and the appearance of a vehicle. 
[0027] The phosphorescence from which the charge of phosphorescent material mixed in the 
luminescence clear ink 3 which forms the transparence pattern A in Nighttime or a tunnel on the 
other hand produces skillful green or blue brightness, and its afterglow are emitted, and it 
appears so that it may become the luminescence pattern which the transparence pattern A 
which was not able to be checked by looking turns around and presents the visionary and 
beautiful luminescent color and may come floating clear into darkness, and the new display 
effectiveness it is ineffective to the former demonstrates in day ranges or a bright place. 
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[0028] And since a light visionary [ the luminescence pattern ] and beautiful is emitted, and the 
scene of the whole building and Nighttime's appearance of a vehicle may be dark and moreover 
are not in sight, there are also few possibilities of spoiling these scenes and an appearance. 
Moreover, if it is in a vehicle, the luminescence pattern which shines in a dimly lighted place 
makes a pedestrian and an other vehicle driver able to know existence of the vehicle, and can 
also ** to prevention of a traffic accident. 

[0029] In addition, although the polypropylene film and polyethylene film which are marketed as a 
film base material for printing have that common to which surface treatment for improving the 
adhesive property of printing ink was performed While printing the transparence pattern A in 
luminescence clear ink 3 on the front face of the film concerned using the polypropylene film or 
polyethylene film with which surface preparation is not performed as a film base material 2 for 
printing of drawin g 1 When the luminescence clear ink 3 is in half-dryness with inadequate 
evaporation of a solvent component From moreover, by coating adhesives or a binder 4 If firm 
blocking is produced between luminescence clear ink 3, adhesives, or a binder 4 After sticking 
the film 1 for a display on the front face of a display object with adhesives or a binder 4, Only 
the film base material 2 for printing can be stripped off, and adhesion survival only of the 
luminescence clear ink 3, the adhesives, or the binder 4 which expresses the transparence 
pattern A with the front face of a display object can be carried out. 

[0030] thus , if only the luminescence clear ink 3 , the adhesives , or the binder 4 which express 
the transparence pattern A with the front face of a display object be make to adhere , since 
there be very few possibilities may spoil the appearance of the whole display object compared 
with the case where the film base material 2 for printing be also make to adhere , it can use also 
for the high-class passenger car which respect an appearance as an imprint seal which imprint 
the noctilucence alphabetic character which display the type of a car name , for example on the 
body , a bumper , etc. of a vehicle . 

[0031] Moreover, the film 1 for a display which can strip the film base material 2 for printing is 
also applicable to the now popular tattoo seal which imprints a tattoo pattern etc. on the surface 
of the body, and if night comes on the front face of the face to which it seems that there is 
nothing, an arm, a breast, and a foot, the need increase is expectable in daytime or a bright place 
as a new tattoo seal which is not in the former which the tattoo pattern which emits visionary 
phosphorescence appears. 

[0032] In addition, if it is in the film 1 for a display stuck from an interior-of-a-room side to the 
windowpane of a building, or the window glass of a vehicle, the film base material 2 for printing 
may be the opaque film which changes not only with a bright film but with a colored plastic, the 
plastic film with which base coloring was performed to the front face, a paper film, etc. Moreover, 
the case of the glass laminate with which window glass etc. sticks the glass plate of two sheets, 
and changes can also make the film 1 for a display fasten between the glass plate. 
[0033] Next, as the film 5 for a display of drawing 3 is shown in this drawing and drawing 4 , while 
the transparence pattern A with a check by looking difficult in a bright place is printed in the 
same luminescence clear ink 3 as the above at the one side side of the film base material 2 for 
printing From on the printing pattern, a monochrome pattern or the color pattern B piles up and 
prints, and is carried out with the printing ink 6 of a request color, and coating of the adhesives 
or the binder 4 for sticking on a display object is further carried out from on the heavy printing 
pattern. 

[0034] In addition, as long as it can strip only the film base material 2 for printing after sticking 
the film 5 for a display on a display object with a binder 4 using the polypropylene film and 
polyethylene film which do not perform surface preparation like the above as a film base material 
2 for printing and, the film base material 2 for printing may be opaque films, such as a paper film, 
but if it is not such, the film base material 2 for printing is restricted to a bright film. 
[0035] If a deer is carried out and the film 5 for a display is stuck on a display object, in day 
ranges or a bright place, the transparence pattern A which changes in the transparent film base 
material 2 for printing and luminescence clear ink 3 will be spaced, the monochrome pattern or 
the color pattern B printed with the printing ink 6 of a request color will be checked by looking, 
and only the display effectiveness with the pattern B concerned will be demonstrated. 
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[0036] While the amorous glance of the printing ink 6 which printed the monochrome pattern or 
the color pattern B stops being conspicuous on the other hand in Nighttime or a dark place and 
the pattern B becomes check-by-looking difficulty, it appears so that the transparence pattern 
A which was not able to be checked by looking till then may turn into the luminescence pattern 
which presents the visionary and beautiful luminescent color instead of it and it may come 
floating clear into darkness, and display effectiveness which is completely different in daytime, 
night or a bright place, and a dark place is demonstrated. 

[0037] Therefore, if the film 5 for a display is the sticker stuck on the airframe of the vending 
machine of tobacco By printing the color pattern B which carries out advertising advertisement 
of the tobacco of designated speculative stocks with the printing ink 6 of a request color, and 
printing the transparence pattern A showing the alphabetic character "smoking of minors is 
forbidden law" in luminescence clear ink 3 The purchase of tobacco is urged daytime, and the 
conflicting display effectiveness of admonishing against the purchase of the tobacco by minors 
can also be demonstrated suddenly at night 

[0038] Moreover, if it is the sticker of traffic-paint prayer stuck on a body rear face, a bumper, 
etc. of a vehicle The monochrome pattern or the color pattern B which displays the pattern and 
name of a shrine which publish the sticker, and the alphabetic character of "traffic-paint prayer" 
is printed with the printing ink 6 of a request color. By printing the transparence pattern A 
showing alphabetic characters, such as and "SAFETY", in luminescence clear ink 3, display 
effectiveness which is completely different in daytime and night can be demonstrated. 
[0039] Furthermore, if it is the decoration film stuck on glass sides, such as a windowpane of a 
building, and a shop window of a store or a showcase Colorful patterns, such as Santa Claus who 
needs many color numbers, and a Christmas tree, a reindeer, are made into the color pattern B. 
There is little color number and it is sufficient, and the appearance at the time of making light 
emit can also make the good alphabetic character of "Merry Christmas", a snowy crystal 
pattern, etc. the transparence pattern A, and can also acquire the display effectiveness of 
suitable another ** at daytime and night in the night which erased bright daytime and indoor 
lighting, respectively. 

[0040] Next, the film 7 for a display of drawing 5 is what made reverse printing sequence with 
the transparence pattern A of said film 5 for a display, monochrome pattern, or the color pattern 
B shown in drawing 3 and drawing 4 . A monochrome pattern or the color pattern B is first 
printed with the printing ink 6 of a request color at the one side side of the film base material 2 
for printing. From moreover, the transparence pattern A piles up and prints, and is carried out in 
the same luminescence clear ink 3 as the above, and coating of adhesives or the binder 4 is 
further carried out from on the. 

[0041] This film 7 for a display may try to space the luminescence pattern of the transparence 
pattern A, a monochrome pattern, or the color pattern B from an adhesives or binder 4 side, and 
the film base materials 2 for printing may be [ therefore ] opaque coloring plastic film, a paper 
film, etc. 

[0042] next — while, as for the film 8 for a display of drawing 6 , the transparence pattern A like 
the above is printed in luminescence clear ink 3 at the one side side of the film base material 2 
for printing — the film base material 2 for printing — on the other hand, coating of adhesives or 
the binder 4 is carried out to the side. And the transparent laminate film 9 which gives gloss to 
the front face is stuck on the field where the transparence pattern A was printed at the same 
time it protects the front face. 

[0043] This film 8 for a display can try to space the luminescence pattern of the transparence 
pattern A not only from a laminate film 9 side but from an adhesives or binder 4 side, when that 
film base material 2 is a bright film. 

[0044] next — while, as for the film 10 for a display of drawing 7 , the monochrome pattern or 
the color pattern B like the above is printed with the printing ink 6 of a request color at the one 
side side of the film base material 2 for printing, and the transparence pattern A like the above 
piles up in the luminescence clear ink 3 from the top, prints and is carried out — the film base 
material 2 for printing — on the other hand, coating of adhesives or the binder 4 is carried out to 
the side. And the transparent laminate film 11 which gives gloss is stuck on the field where the 
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transparence pattern A of the film base material 2 was printed at the same time it protects the 
front face. 

[0045] This film 10 for a display may try to space the luminescence pattern of the transparence 
pattern A, a monochrome pattern, or the color pattern B from a laminate film 1 1 side, and the 
film base material 2 may be a coloured film not only a bright film but opaque. 
[0046] next, the transparence pattern A prints the film 12 for a display of drawing 8 in 
luminescence clear ink 3 to the one side side of the transparent film base material 2 for printing 
- having ~ the film base material 2 for printing - on the other hand, with the printing ink 6 of 
a request color, a monochrome pattern or the color pattern B is printed, and coating of 
adhesives or the binder 4 is carried out to the side from on the pattern B concerned. Moreover, 
the transparent laminate film 13 which protects the front face is stuck on the one side side of 
the film base material 2 for printing with which coating of adhesives or the binder 4 is not carried 
out from on the transparence pattern A printed by the field. 

[0047] A monochrome pattern or the color pattern B tries to space this film 12 for a display 
through the transparent film base material 2 from the same it side while it tries to space the 
luminescence pattern of the transparence pattern A from a laminate film 13 side. 
[0048] Next, coating of the adhesives or the binder 4 for the invisible writing ink coat 15 with a 
check by looking difficult in a bright place being formed in the luminescence clear ink 3 same to 
the whole one side side of the film base material 2 for printing as the above, and sticking the film 
14 for a display of drawing 9 on a display object on the invisible writing ink coat 15 is carried out. 

[0049] This film 14 for a display is fabricated on the sheet of the round configuration which 
borders the perimeter of the rear window 16 of a vehicle as it cuts to the desired die length, and 
it fabricates in the shape of [ of usable predetermined width of face ] a tape or it is shown in 
drawing 10 . When it is stuck from an interior-of-a-room side along the perimeter of the rear 
window 16, in the rear window 16 In the dark places Nighttime, in a tunnel, etc., the burster- 
trimmer-stacker-feature pattern which emits phosphorescence, such as clear and visionary blue, 
appears, and the effectiveness of preventing the rear-end collision of a consecutiveness vehicle 
is also demonstrated at the same time it demonstrates the new display effectiveness that 
individualization orientation and leisure feeling of a vehicle user may be fulfilled. 
[0050] In addition, the film base material 2 for printing used for the film 14 for a display may be 
an opaque coloured film with ground colors, such as not only a bright film but black, and white, 
red. Moreover, the field of the opposite side may be coated with adhesives or a binder 4, without 
coating the field in which the invisible writing ink coat 15 of the film base material 2 for printing 
was formed.

[Effect of the Invention] The film for a display of this invention makes a part or all of a printing 
pattern the transparence pattern which can be checked by looking neither in day ranges nor a 
bright place. It prevents that the scene and appearance of the day ranges of the display object 
which stuck the film are spoiled. Moreover, in night or a dark place, a transparence pattern turns 
into a luminescence pattern, the display effectiveness is demonstrated, and there is 
effectiveness which was very excellent that the new display effectiveness it is ineffective to the 
former of displaying further a printing pattern which is completely different in daytime and night 
can also be done so.
